Reports to the Chicago Times from 
Illinois, Kaunas, Missouri, Michigan, Ohio, 
Indiana, Tennessee, Kentucky, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Minnesoto, Wisconsin and 
Dakato in regard to the condition of the 
corn, oats, winter and spring wheat are 
summarized as follows : 

" The general prospects of these crops, 
with the exception of corn, are to-day 
only fairly favorable. The verv flatter- 
ing situation upon the 1st of May for 
spring wheat and oats has been materially 
changed as a whole for the worse. This 
has been brought about by dry weather 
in the Northwest extending over a period 
of three weeks. This drouth was partially 
broken by local rains upon the night of 
June 1 . The drouth has been very seveie 
also in Kansas, where the oat yield has 
been cut down at least fifty per cent., 
and in many counties the oat crop is 
ruined. 

As regards winter wheat, the prospects 
are for an average crop with favorable 
weather, but there are no indications of 
a full or excessive crop. The winter 
wheat crop of the country is to-day very 
uneven, and has run down in condition 
and prospective yield during the last 
thirty days. The harvest will be twelve 
or fifteen days earlier than an average 
season, and, owing to the failure of 1885, 
the new wheat pr< mises to move freely 
and early, irrespective of price. Some of 
the early varieties of wheat have already 
been harvested in Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Southern Illinois, bnt the harvest 
will not be general before the 15th of 
June. 

So far as the corn crop is concerned, at 
least 20 to 30 per cent, of the crop was 
planted late. This was owing to the wet 
weather of May. The crop, however, has 
come up well. The stands of corn, with 
the exception of lighted areas, are good, 
the ground clean, and the general pro- 
spects for corn are encouraging. The oat 
crop is also very uneven. The very 
heavy rains early in May, followed by 
dry, dot weather, have reduced the pros 
pective yield in many very important 
areas of the country from 25 to 30 per 
cent., and the oat crop of Kansas promises 
now to be, if it is not already, practically 
a failure. The country at present stands 
in need of warm weather and widespread 
and general rains to counteract the bad 
effects of the cold weather of the Inst 
fourteen days of May, which, for the 
present, at leaet, threatens very materially 
to reduce the yield of spring wheat ami 
oats. The grass crop of the c mn'ry only 
in localities shows any effect nf dry 
weather. At the same tune the vieM per 
acre would be largely increased by rains 
during the next week."
